Just a little over two hundred years ago there 
appeared throughout Europe an epidemic of 
accounts — not just stories or tall tales told for 
amusement, but supposedly factual reports — 
of the exploits of vampires. 

Originally, a vampire was described as the 
•oul of a .dead man which left a buried body 
by night to suck the blood of living persons. 

Creditable witnesses to the raids of vampires, 
however, protested that it was no intangible 
Soul that preyed upon the horribly drained vic- 
tims. They described the blood-suckers in a 
Wide range of forms from a wisp of a ghost to 
an oversize ghoul with fangs and a furry face. 
The majority of those who told of seeing vam- 
pires seemed" to agree that these night prowlers 
were probably the corpses themselves, still at- 
tired in their shrouds and made even more 
frightening by their terrible lust for blood. 

Several books were written on the subject at 
the time, the two most famous being Ranft't 
De masticatione mortuorum in tumults and 
Calmet's Dissertation on the Vampire* of 
Hungary. The latter was translated into English 
In 1750. 

From these ' and ' other authorities It was 
learned that when a vampire's grave is opened, 
his corpse is found to be as if ,it were very 
recently interred or as a living body looks after 
a feast To quote- one report: "The supposedly 
dead will be fresh and rosy from the blood it 
has absorbed from the living." 

When sucb a corpse is found in such a grava, 
■there is only one thing to do, A stop must ba 
put to the ravages of the vampire by driving 
■ stake through the heart of the corpse. Soma 
people claim other methods arc as effective. 
For instance, cutting off the head of the corpse 
or removing its heart and burning the body. 
Thera is even one school of exorcists which 
Mn that too • empire can ba Onmlnetad by 



merely pouring boiling water and vinegar ova 
the grave. 

Persons who turn vampires are usually 
wizards, witches, suicides and those who hav« 
come to a violent end or have been placed 
under a curse by their parents or excommuni- 
cated by the church. Anyone, however, may 
become a vampire if after death and before 
burial a cat leaps over his corpse. 

About the time that reports of the depreda- 
tions of vampires had begun to die out in 
Europe, a new theory of the (origin of these 
bloodsuckers gained some currency. It was said 
that a vampire could be the^oul of a living 
man which leaves his body in sleep, to go in 
the form of a straw or a fluff of down and suck 
the blood of other sleepers. 

Since neither straw nor pillow-stuffing is' con- 
structed so that, the sucking and transportation 
of blood seems a likely activity in which they 
could be engaged, it was also necessary to as- 
sume that after the living man had transformed 
himself into a straw in the wind who floated 
to his victim, he must have again transformed 
himself into something upon arrival, sucked 
his fill of blood, and then reversed the whole 
process. That "something" was ordinarily 
thought to be a cat or more often a bat 

There was, thus, a brief flurry of vampire- 
bat stories, but these had all the earmarks of 
fiction and the whole theory was too compli- 
cated to win the belief of even the most 
credulous. 

Meantime, though, the vouched-for accounts 
of vampires were being traced back to their 
sources. Most of them seemed to have origi- 
nated in Hungary between the years 1730 and 
1735, Here the researchers came across some 
facts — facta more horrible than any of the 
vampire talesl 

During these fearful five years there were a 
number of graves that had to be disturbed for 
legitimate reasons. A group of reputable citizens 
opened the coffins and examined the bodies. 
They reported that the corpses had not been 
embalmed and that while the bodies of these 
persons were thought to have been dead, they 
were actually buried alive! i 

The -whole lore of vampires apparently had 
its beginning in the horrific description of those 
tortured bodies — the twisted positions of the 
corpses, the marks of blood on the shrouds and 
on the faces end hands, tha frozen terror of 
suffocating death after • frensied atruggJs ba,
